DETROIT — The Tractors-for- 
Freedom Committee refused Mon- 
day to increase its offer of 500 
agricultural tractors to Premier 
Fidel Castro in exchange for 1,214 
prisoners captured in the April 
invasion of Cuba. 


In a cable tu the Cuban leader, 
the committee emphasized that 
it was still ready to ship Castro 
a balanced assortment of 500 
agricultural tractors but it gave 
him only until Friday noon to 
accept the offer. 


“This is a fish or cut bait 
proposition,’’ a spokesman for the 
committee said. 


STEPPED UP DEMAND 


Castro had revised his original 
demand last week after a meeting 
with four tractor experts sent to 
Havana by the Tractors-for-Free- 
dom Committee. Although he had 
said that he wanted 500 bulldoz- 
ers, he said that he would accept 
agricultural tractors in exchange 

r 1,175 prisoners captured in 
the April invasion, provided the 
number of tractors was equivalent 
in value to the heavy-duty ve 
hizles he had originally sought. 


He estimated that the value of 
the 500 bulldozers would have 
been $28,000,000. He 
about 1,000 farm tractors of the 
kind that he desired would be 
equal in value. 


The cable sent to Castro from 
Detroit Monday night said that 
the committee had considered 
the report of its experts, making 
known the Cuban leader’s de- 
mand for $28,000,000 cash or cred- 
it or its equivalent in tractors.

“We are prepared to ship 500 
tractors which was the figure

cable said. “‘We are not prepared 
to ship more than 500.”

Wyatt said all Americans should 
support the President’s program 
to put a man on the moon by 
1970 despite its cost of ‘“‘something 
less than’’ $20 billions, to demon- 
strate to the world the scientific 
ability of a democratic, capital- 
istic system.

Man will go to the moon and 
return, Wyatt told the Key Man 
luncheon of the U.S. Junior Cham- 
ber of Cornmerce. 


“We can’t guarantee that if 
the President’s program is adopt- 
ed, it will be an American,” 
Wyatt said. “But if it isn’t adopt- 
ed, we can guarantee it won't 
be an‘ American.” 


Wyatt said that America will 
send a man orbiting around the 
earth for 44% hours by the end of 
the year—three times as long as 
Russia’s spaceman. 


This is typical of the American 
space program so far, he said. 
America’s program is better but 
it trails in a few highly spectacu- 
lar points.

Decision on Union Dues 
Is Just and Reasonable 


After eight years of litigation a law- 
suit begun in Macon, Ga., has brought 
a far-ranging—and reasonable—change 
in the political practices of labor unions. 

The U.S. Supreme Court decided Mon- 
day that a union cannot use a member’s 
dues for political purposes to which he 
objects. 

The ruling is carefully specific and 
does not amount to “union busting.” It 
does not disturb the practice of the union 
shop. It does not bar unions from using 
the dues of their members for group po- 
litical action. : 

It simply upholds the right of an in- 
dividual union member under the First 
Amendment to be an individual in giv- 
ing or withholding his political support. 
And this is only just. 

Labor unions are not hurt by the de- 
cision, though they may be inconven- 
ienced. But the retention of individual 
rights in politics is worth inconveni- 
ence, as the labor movement itself knows 
best.

There’s Much To Learn 
About the Civil War 


“What value can come from commem- 
orating a struggle that bled America 
white and created antagonisms that still 
live, I fail to see,” the Rev. Dr. Frank 
Efrid of the Lutheran Church says. We 
can think of several. There will be con- 
tributions to scholarship. There will be 
a revival of interest by laymen in that 
period of our history. But the most im- 
portant value of all is one that Dr. Efrid, 
in his criticism, points out himself: We 
will learn about the past, and through 
that, about the present. 

Dr. Efrid put it this way: “If there is 
anything we should learn from the war, 
it is . . . that basic problems between 
brothers are multiplied by the war and 
that we should look at the Civil War 
with penitence rather than pride.” Dr. 
Bell Wiley would find something else we 
should learn. Bruce Catton would find 
still another something, perhaps, 

The point is, there is much to learn,

and an organized commemoration is an 
excellent stimulus to learning. 

There have been signs that the com- 
memoration will degenerate into com- 
mercialism and bitter reverie. Dr. Efrid 
and other critics should concentrate their 
fire on that tendency, rather than on 
the commemoration as a whole. 


Why Can’t Georgia Give 
Food Away Properly? 


Four other counties have joined Telfair 
in withdrawing from the surplus food 
program. 

State Welfare Director Alan Kemper 
has said the entire state program now is 
in jeopardy. 

His excuse: Georgia does not have the 
funds necessary to insure that the num- 
ber of ineligible persons receiving the 
commodities is held to a minimum. If the 
excuse is valid, funds should be made 
available. 

Also could it be that the caliber of 
administering the program simply does 
not measure up? 

Anyone receiving a welfare check 
becomes automatically eligible for the 
free food. The amount of monthly income 
received is the criteria for determining 
who else qualifies. 


If the latter is too complicated, which 


it shouldn’t be, for the administrators to 
keep the unqualified to a minimum, it 
does look as if they at least could make 
a beginning in non-participating counties 
by reading the list of those receiving wel- 
fare checks and providing them the food 
they automatically are entitled to have. 

It’s a weird situation. The nation pro- 
duces so much food the federal govern- 
ment wants to give the surplus commodi- 
ties to Americans who need it. But for 
one reason or another Georgia has not set 
up the machinery in many counties to 
give the food to those for whom it was in- 
tended.

Moment of Truth 
Is Close at Hand 


WASHINGTON—The supreme test for the 
Kennedy administration, but even more for. this 


country, is now approaching—the time to divide aR 

the men from the boys, the big from the little. Soon now, when all 
the minimum-wage and public housing and other comparatively two- 
bit issues have been laid to rest, the truly big one will come before 


Congress. 


This is President Kennedy’s 
new, wholly revised, $4 billion 
foreign aid program. 

If he gets what he really needs 
here, which is not merely money 
but the authority to spend it how 
and where and when it counts the 
most, this will be a stronger na- 
tion in an already excessively 
dangerous world. If he winds up 
skimped and fettered, we shall be 
a weaker nation in a world even 
more dangerous than now. 


It is hardly too much to say, 
indeed, that the moment when 
Congress makes its final decision 
on this bill will be a moment of 
truth — the President’s moment 
of truth, yes, but also the moment 
of truth for this country and for 
the Western world. 


Given the right kind of bill, 
his presidency — and this nation 
— may be said to have been a 
success in the first half of this 
year. Given the wrong kind of 
bill, this first half-year may be 
said to have been largely a fail- 
ure. Not all the rest of the Ken- 
nedy record, however favorable 
to him it may be claimed to be, 
can really over-balance a refusal 
by this country to arm itself and 
its friends, economically and 
militarily and psychologically, 
with the right kind of foreign aid 
program. 

The old, the existing, program 
is out of date. It is wasteful and 
in some parts simply silly. It is 


too costly for the return it brings; 
for the future it simply will not 
do. The President’s new plan 
frankly recognizes all this. It is 
sound and practical. 

It is, however, not “‘Democrat- 
ic’ and not “Republican.” It 
ought to stand, and can stand, on 
its own bottom, whatever one may 
think of any or all of the Presi- 
dent’s other legislative recom- 
mendations. It is an American 
policy which has the twin virtues 
of cleaning up an untidy past in 
foreign aid and instituting a 
strong and hopeful future. 


If it would cost three times 
what it does, it would still be, 
in the deepest sense, a truly con- 
servative plan. It is a case of 
sending good.money, and admit- 
tedly a lot of it, after far better 
coin — the coin of collective 
strength and security. This is a 
coin we must have, for the cold 
war in sober truth has never 
been so menacing as now. 


The President will require not 
‘‘Democratic”’ support, not ‘‘Lib- 
eral’”’ support, not ‘‘Republican” 
support, not “‘Conservative’’ sup- 
port. He will require a national, 
repeat national, and nonpolitical 
backing. This is no high-school 
piece of politics; this is the 
adult, the payoff, game in a 
world we never made but must 
begin to control before it begins 
wholly to control us and our 
destiny.

High Court Curbs 
Union Politicking 
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unions had such an agreement, 
and the six workers said this 
meant they had to pay dues to 
an organization that used the 
money for political purposes they 
opposed.

The Georgia Supreme Court 
agreed and ruled that the union 
shop provision of the Railway 
Labor Act was unconstitutional. 


RETURNS TO GEORGIA 


The U.S. Supreme Court did 
not go that far. In fact, Justice 
Brennan wrote that the union 
shop agreement, by itself, was 
not unlawful. 


But Brennan said a union may 
not use a member’s dues for a 
cause against the expressed 
wishes of the member. 


The court did not say just how 
this should be done. But it made 
two suggestions as it sent the 
case back to the Georgia courts 
for them to implement the deci- 
sion. 


Brennan suggested the lower 
courts could either: 


1. Issue an injunction prohibiting 
a union from using a dissenting 
union member’s share of the total 
dues used for political purposes, 
or 


2. Order the union to return to 


the worker that part of his dues | 
which normally would be spent on | 


the goals he finds objectionable. 
3 UNION STRENGTHS 


There appeared to be three rea- 
sons why the court’s decision 
might not curtail much of the 
present political activites of un- 
ions: 

1. A union member would have 
to express his objection and de- 
mand his money not be used be- 
fore any action could be taken. 


2. The sums of money involved 
would be small, since not all of 
the dissenting member's dues 
would be withheld, but just that 
part used for political purposes. 


3. The court did not define po- 
litical activites, 

Brennan said the majority felt 
a blanket injunction against all 
spending of union dues for dis- 
puted purposes would not be in or- 
der. He added the court was put- 
ting “‘no curtailment on the tradi- 
tional political activities of rail- 
road unions.”

Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
Justices William 0. Douglas, Tom 
C. Clark and Potter Stewart 
joined Brennan in the majority.

In his dissent, Whittaker fa- 
vored upholding the Georgia deci- 
sion without change. Frankfurter 
favored sending the case back 
with an order to dismiss it be- 
cause the Senate rejected a pro- 
posal three years ago for a union 
member to recover that part of 
his dues not used for collective 
bargaining. 


Black, in his dissent, evidently 
felt the majority had not gone far 
enough. He said the constitution- 
al freedoms of the union mem- 
bers had been “flagrantly violat- 
ed” by the unions that used the 
money for political purposes to 
which they objected.

missible, others say no smoking | 
at all. We would like your 
comments.—E. E. H. 


Yes, there’s a divergence of 
opinion on tobacco and heart at- 
tacks, and I'll give you mine, and 
the reasons why I hold it. 


Smoking can cause an increase 
in blood pressure, a quickening 
of the heart rate and extra beats, 
all of which add up to some added 
strain on the heart. 


Hence I think smoking should 
not be indulged in after a heart 
attack. A little leak may not 
sink a ship, and a little extra 
strain may not cause another at- 
tack, but it is good sense to play 
the percentages. 


At the same time, remember 
this: Non-smokers have coronary 
attacks too. The causes are 
deeper than simply smoking or 
not smoking. Let’s not think 
smoking is the cause and ignore 
all the other important factors. 


I'd go this far: A casual cigaret 
after meals, perhaps, or midway 
between, may be relaxing and 
cause no ill effects. Indeed, if it 
really is relaxing, it thus becomes 
helpful. 


But a package a day would in 
my opinion be heavy smoking for 
a heart patient, and my answer 
is a definite no. If you can’t have 
an occasional cigaret and keep 
it down to that, I as a physician, 
say quit. 


A friend of mine with ulcers 
was told not to drink instant 
coffee but that regular coffee 
was all right. Please explain. 
—Mrs. B. 


I don’t know any reason for 
this. It sometimes helps such pa- 
tients to stick to the de-caffeinized 
kind of instant coffee. Caffein is 
a stimulant. Stimulants are the 
opposite of what many ulcer pa- 
tients need.

$225,000 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy told a 
Senate Appropriations subcommit- 
tee Monday it cost $225,000 to 
send 600 U.S. marshals into Mont- 
gomery, Ala., to protect. “freedom 
riders.”’ 


The move was criticized by sub- 
committee Chairman John L. Mc- 
Clellan, D-Ark., and Sen. Allen J. 
Eliender, D-La. 


Ellender said the riders were 
“deserving of the reception’ they 
got before the marshals _inter- 
vened. 


McClellan said when ‘you go 
down and provoke and arouse, 
you get what is to be expected.”’

ally would alleviate some of the 
pressure on the state budget by 
providing more local revenues to 
pay for a greater share of local 
needs in most counties. 


In view of this continuing fiscal 
dilemma for the state, there is no 
question but that the governor, 
his revenue commissioner and the 
Legislature will take a lot of con- 
vincing before they will agree to 
give up any existing source of 
certain revenue — however small 
—in exchange for what amounts 
to a possibly unprovable promise 
that it will result in an even 
greater increase in other tax rev- 
enues. 


Yet that is roughly the position 
in which proponents of exempting 
manufacturing machinery from 
the sales and use tax find them- 
selves. 


LOSS CONTENDED 


Being counted on to buttress 
this position, of course, is the con- 
tention that, because of this ap- 
plication of the tax, Georgia has 
lost industries — and, therefore, 
other tax revenues — to rival 
states which do exempt produc- 
tion machinery from their sales 
and use taxes. Evidence cited to 
document this charge will be re- 
viewed in this series’ next install- 
ment. 


Meanwhile, there remains the 
question of how much revenue 
Georgia’s 3 per cent sales and use 
tax on manufacturing machinery 
involves, as well as of how much 
additional new industry would be 
needed annually to at least make 
up in other tax revenues what- 
ever amount would be subtracted 
if Georgia exempted the ma- 
chinery. 


NO FIGURES 


State revenue officials frankly 
admit that they do not know how 
much of the state’s total annual 
sales and use tax collections of 
more than $150 million is involved 
in this particular question, that 
they have no way of finding out. 


Deputy Revenue Commissioner 
Dan Greer said, ‘‘We don’t keep 
track of that information because 
there is no need for it under pres- 
ent state law.” 


Proponents of the exemption 
show no hesitancy when it comes 
to guessing how much is involved. 


Dr. Kenneth Wagner, head of 
Georgia Tech’s Industrial Devel- 
opment Branch, said that in lieu 
of detailed tax revenue data, 
which is impossible to obtain for 
a complete analysis, ‘‘our best es- 
timate’ for any one of the past 
two or three years is about $2.3 
million. 


And that amount includes all 
sales and use taxes collected by 
the state on everything which 
goes into new and expanded 
manufacturing plants, not just the 
portion levied on the production 
machinery. 


State Chamber of Commerce 
Executive Vice President Walter 
Cates pointed out that last year 
alone, even if all of the capital 
spent on industrial expansion in

Mass., and James J. Delaney, 
D-N.Y., had been counted among 
eight Democratic votes needed to 
clear the bill.

Without their votes, the House 
leadership cannot win over South- 
ern Democrats and Republicans 
in the Rules Committee. 


Delaney said flatly he would 
not vote for the public school 
measure until a parochial school 
aid bill was through the Rules 
Committee. 


This completey threw off the 
House leadership’s scheduling. It 
had planned to bring the public 
school aid bill to the floor this 
week or next. Powell’s committee 
Was supposed to approve a meas- 
ure carrying parochial as- 
sistance about the same time. 


When Powell left for the In- 
ternational Labor Organization 
meeting at Geneva he had asked 
subcommittees working on exten- 
sion of the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act to clean up their work 
by Tuesday. But the subcom- 
mittees also have bogged down. 

Powell said it might take some 
time to finish work on the NDEA 
bill and gave no indication he 
would try to press the subcom- 
mittees. 


He said the new roadblock was 
“too bad, because he had hopes 
of getting this legislation out of 
the way this year. But I don’t 
think we can do it now with this 
snafu.” : 

Asked if he was giving up on 
the school bill, Powell said “Oh, 
no. I’m just going to sit back 
and wait for someone to blow that 
whistle.” 


Powell noted that Democratic 
leaders were scheduled to meet 
.with the President Tuesday morn- 
ing. But he would not say whether 


he expected a solution to be 
worked out there.

The ‘“‘make-up” revenue, he ex- 
plained, would be _ provided 
through such items as state in- 
cume taxes on the added indus- 
tries and the people they would 
employ, local property taxes, 
sales and use taxes on many of 
their day-to-day purchases and 
a variety of other tax levies. 


ALTERNATIVE TAX FEARED 


Although most advocates of the 
proposed exemption share this 
conviction, some of them feel that 
state officials will insist on a 
more certain assurance that any 
revenue thus canceled — even 
temporarily — be replaced im- 
mediately. 


For example, just such a point 
was raised by one of the state’s 
leading industrial developers, 
Gene Yates, vice president of the 
Georgia Power Co. 


Although agreeing that the ex- 
emption proposal has merit as 
far as Georgia’s efforts to at- 
tract new industry are concerned, 
Yates cautioned: 


“TI think there is a danger in 
what kind of a tax I’m afraid 
our state government would feel 
it would have to impose in its 
place to be sure of obtaining 
equal revenue.”

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (P—Eastern Air Lines an- 
nounced Monday night the selection of Charlotte as the 
site for its electronic computer system for reservations. 


(The airline had announced last! 


May that a central reservations 
space control office for its entire 
system would be set up in At- 
lanta. 


(It was also announced in May 
that 29 persons would be added 
to the Atlanta staff to operate 
the telephone and teletype net- 
work, as well as the electronic 
computers involved in shifting the 
system from New York to At- 
lanta. 


(What effect the Charlotte an- 
nouncement will have on the At- 
lanta operation could not be de- 
termined Monday night. A full ex- 
planation from EAL officials was 
expected by Tuesday.) 


TO BEGIN DEC. 1 


The Charlotte operations will be- 
gin Dec. 1 with from 150 to 200 
new people and an annual payroll 
of more than $1 million. Within 
three years EAL expected to cen- 
tralize its reservations computer 
system nationally into the Char- 
lotte facility in which case there 
would be upwards of 3,000 new 
employe families. 


The announcement from East- 
ern President Malcolm A. Mac- 
Intyre of New York City said 
the center’s function will be to 
handle reservations made from 
any point served by Eastern. 


Initially it will handle those res- 
ervations now processed in New 
York, Chicago, Atlanta, Houston, 
Miami, Tampa and Charlotte of- 
fices. These embrace an area 
which includes 14 major cities 
such as Pittsburgh, Cleveland 
and Detroit. 


TELL IN SECONDS 


When any person in that area 
telephones for a reservation he 
will get the Charlotte center. By 
use of the computer the EAL 
employe receiving the call can 
tell him in seconds if space is 
available on a particular flight 
and make his reservations for 
him. 

The Charlotte computer will re- 
place another now operating in 
the New York Hippodrome.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Irvin C. 
Scarbeck, former second secre- 
tary of the U.S. Embassy in War- 
saw, was indicted by a federal | 
grand jury Monday on a charge 
of giving classified information to 


representatives of Communist Po- 
land. 


Authorities previously had said 
Scarbeck, 41, was blackmailed by 
Polish agents in Warsaw after he 
was seduced by a blonde — but 
these details were not mentioned 
by Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
in his announcement of the indict- 
ment. Justice department offi- 
cials declined comment on the 
girl angle. 


Kennedy said Scarbeck is 
charged with delivering to the Po- 
lish representatives a_ classified 
foreign service dispatch entitled, 
“An Examination of U.S. Policy 
toward Poland during the Past 
Four Years.” 


The dispatch was dated Jan. 13, 
1961, and the indictment charges 
that Scarbeck transmitted infor- 


mation between Jan. 1 and May’ 


31, 1961. 


Scarbeck was arrested here 
June 13 and is being held in lieu 
of $50,000 bond. He faces a maxi- 
mum penalty of 10 years. impris- 
onment and a $10,000 fine.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI). 
The United States plans to open 
a new era of moon exploration 
next month by firing a 600-pound 
package deep into space aboard a 
powerful new rocket. 


The first of a series of five 
shots in a new space program 
called ‘‘Ranger’’ is screduled for 
the last week in July. However, 
any small delays could cause 
postponement of the launching 
into early August, sources said. 


LOOKS LIKE TOY 


Ranger I, which looks like a 
child’s toy, will be hurled more 
than 750,000 miles into space, if 
all goes well. However, there will 
be no attempt to send it anywhere 
near the moon. 


Following a similar shot with 
Ranger II later this year, U.S. 
scientists hope to plant Rangers 
III, IV and V—weighing about 700 
pounds each—on the moon in 1962 
to study the lunar surface and 
send pictures back to earth via 
television. 


A mighty Atlas-Agena ‘‘B’’ cur- 
rently the most powerful space 
rocket being flown by the United 


States, has been assembled on a 
launching pad at this missile test- 
ing center for the Ranger I test.

Ranger I will carry instruments 
and solar cells to study radiation, 


as it travels through space just 
a few feet per second short of 
escape velocity—the speed that 
would be needed to put it into 
orbit around the sun. 


TO USE YO-YO ORBIT 


The probe should become a sat- 
ellite—one of the most unusual— 
of earth. Swinging into a wild 
orbit like a yo-yo, it probably will 
burn up in the earth’s atmosphere 
after only two or three orbits. 
Each orbit will take several days, 
however—enough time for scien- 
tists to get the information they 
want. 


While Russia has hit the moon 
once and sent a rocket around it 
on another occasion, America has 
had disastrous luck with the moon- 
shots. In the ill-starred Atlas- 
Able series which ended last year, 
one rocket blew up on the pad 
and the other three disintegrated

Local Bias 
On Student 
Fund Is Hit

The ‘charge that local school 
boards in Georgia are discrimi- 
nating against Negro pupils in 
passing out maintenance and 
operation funds was repeated 
here Monday. 


Claude Purcell, state schools 
superintendent, said he will call 
the complaint to the.attention of 
Georgia’s 198 city and county 
school superintendents. 


Purcell also commented that he 
is sure the handling of mainte- 
nance and operation will be dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the State 
Association of School Board 
Members in August. 


REPEAT BIAS CHARGE 


The charge of discrimination 
against Negro schools was made 
to the State Board of Education 
last week. It was repeated here 
Monday by the Georgia Con- 
ference on Educational Oppor- 
tunities. 

The conference adopted a re- 
solution urging the State Board 
of Education to immediately set 
up regulations ‘‘safeguarding’’ 
the use of state-allocated main- 
tenance and operation funds by 
local school systems for both 
races. 


The conference is a_ bi-racial 
group formed in 1958 with a con- 
cern about Negro education in 
Georgia. The conference last year 
published a study called ‘‘Geor- 
gia’s Divided Education’? which 
charged widespread discrimina- 
tion in schooling provided for 
Georgia Negroes. 


GET ONLY FIFTH? 


Among other things, the study 
said Georgia’s Negro schools get 
only one-fifth of the money spent 
for maintenance of school build- 
ings. 


The discrimination charges were 
put before the State Board of Edu- 
cation last week by L. H. Pitts, 
executive secretary of the Georgia 
Teachers and Education Associa- 
tion, representing the state’s 10,- 
000 Negro teachers. 


Purcell pointed out Monday that 
the maintenance and operation 
funds aren’t earmarked by race. 
It would be difficult to do so, he 
said, because it costs more to 
maintain some schools than it 
does others. 


It would be up to the state 
board to change the regulations, 
Purcell added. The policy as far 
as state funds are concerned is 
“to provide equal treatment with- 
out discrimination.”’ 


MONY SELF-INSURED 


Purcell pointed out that many 
Negro schools are newly con- 
structed through the State School 
Building Authority and thus are 
self-insured through the authority. 


Purcell said two authority staff 
members are constantly making 
inspections to see whoch schools 
aren’t getting proper mainte- 
nance, and copies of these reports 
go to-lecal superintendents. 


The state sends local school su- 
perintendents $450 a year for each 
state-allotted teacher for main- 
vanance and operation. 


The Conference on Educational 
Opportunities also urged immedi- 
ate action by the State Board of 
Education toward providing a 
state-operated vocational school 
for Negroes. 

RARE COURSES 


Pitts said the state-operated vo- 
cational schools at Americus and 
Clarksville offer a half-dozen or 
a dozen courses not available any- 
where in Georgia to Negroes. The 
two schools also have dormitories, 
he noted. 


Purcess commented later Mon- 
day that there has been some dis- 
cussion about the state building 
dormitories at or near a $3 mil- 
lion area thade school for Negroes 
to be built here. This school will

Emory Theology Students 
Have a Mother Confessor

The mother confessor to Emory University’s 
theology students describes herself as ‘‘a very 
dull person.”” But she’s the first to admit that the 
men in her life are far from dull. 


Officially, Mrs. Helen Stowers is the secretary 
in charge of financial assistance and field work 
for the students. (Field work is the practical 
training students get helping with churches while 
attending Emory.) 


Unofficially, she’s a sympathetic sounding 
board for all their problems, personal and aca- 
demic. She’s also their favorite baby sitter, 
seamstress and nerve tonic. 


“When people tell you about their financial 
problems, they'll tell you almost everything,” 
Mrs. Stowers. said. 


FRIENDSHIP TO FAMILIES 


During the 11 years she’s been at Emory, the 
soft-spoken Georgian has expanded her services 
in friendship and understanding to include not 
only the students, but their families. She has a 
particularly warm spot in her heart for wives of 
“‘her boys,” and frequently has used her special 
balm to soothe ruffled feelings of the distaffers. 
Though she’s a Lutheran, she’s loyal to the Meth- 
odist school. 


“T don't feel ania to give advice,’’ Mrs. 
Stowers declared. ‘‘Mostly I just listen to them.”’ 


A student’s wife reported that she was ‘“‘so un- 
happy” with the church they were serving. The 
young woman felt unwelcome because the first 
time she visited the church, an older couple 
asked her to move from “their pew.” It was a 
“trivial but basic misund ing,’ and Mrs. 
Stowers carefully explained ‘‘the tribal habits of 
certain churches,” how some older members 
have occupied the same pew for so many years 
they feel it is their personal property. 


Mrs. Stowers’ admiration for wives of students 
is second only to her esteem for their husbands. 


“A wife usually is a tremendous asset to a 
theology student,’’ Mrs. Stowers said. ‘‘She can be 
a liability. She must be a paragon of virtues, 
with an abundant sense of humor. 


“She must create in the home .an atmos- 
phere of peace and stability, where the minister 
may find a haven from the heavy responsibilities 
he carries. But the finest contribution she makes 
to the ministry is her interpretation of her hus- 
band to his congregation.”’ 


MEAGER YULE 


Several years ago, Mrs. Stowers had to visit 
a student’s home on Christmas Day to deliver an 


emergency message. She found the family—the 


student, his wife and two children—sitting down 
to a ‘‘very meager’’ Christmas dinner. A single 
pine bough in a bucket of dirt, decorated with 
varicolored paper chains, was their holiday tree. 


The following year—the family had increased 
to three children—Mrs. Stowers enlisted the aid 
of a church to provide toys and food for their 
holidays. She repeated the operation the next 
year, when there were four children. 


Mrs. Stowers has one son of her own, and one. 


grandson, now 10 months old. But the wall space 
behind her desk at Emory is covered with photos 
of her other ‘“‘youngsters’’—the children of dozens 
of her former students, mailed to Mrs. Stowers 
from all parts of the country. The students re- 
member her as vividly as she remembers them. 


STOWERS SCHOLARSHIP 


A Helen Stowers Scholarship was established 
in her honor by the class of 1959. Each member 


pledged $10 a year for 20 years as a basis for 


full tuition grant. In 1955, the seniors asked Mrs. 
Stowers to sit with them on Student Recognition 
Night. 

Her newest treasure is a gift from a 1961 
graduate. 


“He brought it in beautifully wrapped,’’ Mrs. 
Stowers called. ‘“‘He said that he and his wife 
had been trying for weeks to think of something 
that would be just right.”’ 


She turned and proudly picked up the gift: 
The student’s alarm clock, battered, the case 
put- together with scotch tape. The clock keeps 
perfect time. 


And the alarm is permanently set at 5 a.m.

They won't live in French 
homes and they will stay only 
six months. 


The city of Aix (pronounced 
X) was chosen over Paris, they 
believe, because it’s not so 
“‘touristy,’’ its history dates 
back to Roman days, and it is 
one of France’s cultural centers. 


“Cezanne and Van Gogh 
painted there,”’ Kay, a petite 
brunette, explains. 


The six months overseas pe- 
riod was chosen, they think, to 
keep them in touch with their 
home campus. They will receive 
college credits the same as if 
they were studying at home. 


The American students will 
live in French dormitories, pos- 
sibly with fellow “Yanks” or 
with French students. Kay, a 
junior, plans to ask for a French 
roommate and Gretchen, a 
sophomore, will wait and see. 


They will jump immediately 
into intensive French language 
coaching at the International 
Center of French Studies at Nice 
on the Riviera, for their first 
three weeks. 


Then in mid-September, they 
will launch themselves in a full 
18-hour course of French lan- 
guage, history and so on. 


TWO AMERICANS 

Two of their teachers, how- 
ever, will be Americans—Van- 
derbilt professors accompany- 
ing the group overseas. 


“But they'll do most of their 
teaching in French too,”’ Gretch- 
en reports, a trifle ominously. 


Unfortunately, Gretchen 
studied no French at North 
Fulton High School and has had 
only one year in college. But 
she is receiving private tutoring 
until she leaves in July. 

Kay had two years of French 


at Decatur High School and an- 
other two at Vanderbilt. 


Both admit they are worry- 
ing about their fluency. 


Kay may get herself into still 
deeper linguistic waters.

To Testify 
Today 


JERUSALEM (UPD—Adolf 
Eichmann Tuesday becomes the 
lone defense witness in a fight to 
save himself from death on the 
gallows as a mass murderer. 


The former SS lieutenant col- 
onel and head of Hitler’s Bureau 
of Jewish Affairs is on trial before 
an Israeli court on charges of 
murdering 6,000,000 European 
Jews during World War II. 


For 43 days, he has sat in his 
bullet-proof glass box while the 
prosecution has produced 112 wit- 
nesses and submitted a total of 
1,400 documents to back up its 
charges. 


Eichmann will be the first and 
only defense witness, according to 
his chief attorney, Dr. Robert Ser- 
vatius of West Germany. 


The trial will be resumed Tues- 
day after a one-week recess to 
allow Servatius more time to pre- 
pare the defense. Before Eich- 
mann begins his testimony, the 
prosecution will present part of 
an alleged confession the accused 
man made in Buenos Aires. to 
former Dutch Nazi Willem Sas- 
sen. 


The defense faces the task of 
answering charges that Eichmann 
sent 4,000,000 Jewish men, women 
and children to Nazi death camps, 
had another 2,000,000 shot or 
gassed by mobile ‘‘extermination”’ 
squads, ordered the plunder of 
Jewish property, had Jews steri- 
lized, and once offered to trade 
1,000,000 Jewish lives for 10,000 
winterized trucks. 


Eichmann has indicated that he 
will defend his actions by claim- 
ing that he acted under orders 
from his superiors. In his opening 
statement, Servatius contended 
Eichmann was only a minor cog 
in the Nazi murder machinery, 
and not the man of authority as 
the prosecution contended. 


Eichmann has pleaded innocent 
to the 15 charges of the Israeli 
indictment. To each, he responded 
“not guilty in the meaning of the 
law’’—that is to say under the 
Israeli law of 1950 for the pun- 
ishment of Nazi war criminals 
and their collaborators. 


Eichmann’s testimony is expect- 
ed to take about 10 days.

3. In an. unanimous decision, 
the court said that warrants call- 
ing for the seizure of obscene 
publications must have adequate 
safeguards against the seizure of 
nonobscene publications. 


The ruling came in a Missouri 
case in which Kansas City police 
seized 280 publications. Later, 100 
of them were declared obscene by 
a judge. 


4. In a 7-2 decision, the court 
ruled that states may compel 
practicing lawyers to become 
dues-paying members of bar as- 
sociations. 


Trayton L. Lathrop, a Madison, 
Wis., lawyer, had complained that 
the State of Wisconsin had forced 
him to join the state bar associa- 
tion in order to practice. He said 
he should not be forced to pay 
dues to an organization which 
used his money to support legis- 
lation he opposed.

Indicted in Seandal| 


NEW YORK (AP) — The Ivy 
League was touched for the first 
time in the spreading college bas- 
ketball scandals Monday when 
District Attorney Frank S. Hogan 
disclosed the involvement of Co- 
Jumbia University star Fred Port- 
noy. 


The silver-haired district vitien, 
ney said Portnoy, a 19-year-old 
New Yorker who has just finished 
his sophomore year, agreed to 
shave points in four games last 
season for $1,000 a game. He ac- 
tually received only $1,140, said 
Hogan. 


Monday night, the university an- 
nounced that Portnoy had been 
dismissed. 

Five new names, including Port- 
poy, and several figures men- 
tioned prominently in previous in- 
dictments, were brought into the 
massive mess of bribery and con- 
spiracy deals involving players 
from coast to coast. 


With these disclosures in new 
indictments, the total number of 
players and former players named 
go far was raised to 35 from 20 
colleges. The current scandals al-

ready have surpassed the 1951 
investigation which engulfed 33 
players from seven colleges. 


The naming of Portnoy, who 
was granted immunity for testify- 
ing before the New York County 
Grand Jury, came up in the indict- 
ment of two fugitive gamblers. 


Philip Lacort, 35, of Boston, 
named as the “‘bankroller’’ of five 
point-fixing deals, and Joseph 
Green, 31, of New York, men- 
tioned often in previous indict- 
ments, were indicted on charges 
of bribery and conspiracy. 


Hogan said both men are fugi- 
tives and police have been asked 
‘to broadcast nationwide alarms 
for their arrest.

On Trade 


Balance Uneasy 
On Exports; Imports 


WASHINGTON (#—Don’t expect 
the United States to do as well in 
the balance of exports over im- 
ports for the rest of this year as 
it has up to now, Secretary of 
the Treasury Dillion cautioned 
Congress Monday. 


Dillon tokd a joint Senate-House 
Economic subcommittee the ad- 
ministration is working along all 
the various lines laid out by Pres- 
ident Kennedy to correct a bal- 
ance of payments imbalance 
which led to gold and dollars 
flowing out of the country at an 
alarming rate in 1960. 


EXPORTS TOP IMPORTS 


There has been improvement 
this year, Dillon said, and in the 
first quarter imports fell below 
exports, producing a surplus in 
this category. 


Some of the improvement, Dil- 
lon said, reflects strengthened 
U.S. competition, for example, in 
the sale of American-made com- 
pact automobiles instead of im- 
ports. 


But, he added, much of the 
change must be attributed to the 
fact that the United was in a 
recession, and therefore less like- 
ly to import goods, while other 
free world economies were boom- 
ing. 


BRING INCREASE 


“Since the progress of recovery 
in the United States will un- 
doubtedly bring some in- 
tion of sizable money market 
crease in our tmports,”’ he said, 
“‘we must expect somewhat less 
favorable results during the sec- 
ond half of the year.” 


Dillon said also that, if a fa- 
vorable balance is achieved, 
“there is no assurance that this 
balance can be maintained in 
1962.”

SOUGHT IMPORT QUOTAS 


Industry leaders have sought, 
even from President Kennedy 
himself, establishment cf import 
quotas to protect the American 
mills from cheap-labor imports 
from Japan, Hong Kong, Pakis- 
tan, India and other newly de 
veloping countries. 


J. M. Cheatham of Griffin, Ga., 
president of the American Cotton 
Manufacturers Institute, after 
Monday’s briefing, said the State 
department is ‘‘pursuing a com- 
pletely unsatisfactory approach 
toward a solution of the critical 
textile product import problem.” 


Cheatham charged that George 
Ball, undersecretary of state for 
economic affairs, was not even 
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dustry. One of these points called 
for the State department to ar- 
range for international confer- 
ences on the problem. 


He did not then flatly turn down 
the request for quotas, but the 
State department did Monday, ob 
viously with White House bless- 
ings.

Bank Expands
